1. Pursuant to the provisions of AGO letter (AG 320.2 (11-4-42) OB-I-a), 
on November 16 each of the Army Air Force Commands and the Second and Third Air 
Forces were directed to submit reports by January 20 with respect to the more 
effective use of personnel of tactical units as a means of reducing station 
complements. 


2. Responses to the AAF directive, which quoted The Adjutant General's 
letter in full, have been summarized in the report attached (Tab A). Reports 
have been received from both Air Forces, the Troop Carrier Command, and from 
the Air Service Command covering only the IV Air Service Area Command. Wo 
replies have been received from the other commands. As indicated on Tab A, 
the reductions effected by the Third Air Force (666 men) and the Troop Carrier 
Command (421 men) represent percentagewise, an infinitesimal saving. 


3. This office, pursuant to directives received, participated in studies, 
conducted in November and December by the Gulf Coast Training Center, designed 
to effect savings in personnel by the substitution of exact manning tables for 
troop allotments based upon tables of organization under the 75,000 PIP. 4 
report (Tab B) upon the participation by representatives of this office was 
forwarded to you on January 4. It was understood when this report was sub- 
mitted that the conclusions of Flying Training Command with respect to the 
exact manning table studies conducted by the Gulf Coast Training Center, and 
of studies simultaneously conducted in the Southeest and the West Coast Training 
Centers would be made to Headquarters, Army Air Forces, by the middle of 
January. This office has been informally advised that, while the manning 
table studies conducted by the Gulf Coast Training Center indicated the possi- 
bility of substantial savings, the Southeast and West Coast studies pointed 
toward no such saving. To resolve the Question, Flying Training Command has 
ordered the Gulf Coast Training Center to test its manning table estimates in 
one of each of five types of schools. These trials commenced February 1, and 
the results thereof should be known in the next few weeks. 


4. In view of the unsatisfacto reports (both in number and results 


shown) recBived In response to the AAF letter of November 16 (Tab A), this 
ffice, with the concurrence of” the Chief of the Air Steff, has directed the 
Troop Carrier Command, Second Kir'Force, Third Air Force, Technical Training 
Command, and Air ‘Transport Command to conduct further studies With the view ~ 
of determining the extent to which savings In military personnel can be 
accomplished by “the substitetion of 6xact MAMMINE tables Yor air base and 
school squadrons. These directives were accompanied by material developed in 
the Gulf Coast Flying Training Center survey suggesting the possibility of 
Savings by combining related activities, curtailing over-expansion, 
eliminating non-essential functions and by the substitution of WAAC's for 
enlisted men.

SUMMARY OF REPORTS SUBMITTED IN COMPLIANCE 
WITH AAF LETTER OF NOVEMBER 16, 1942 


To date reports in compliance with AAF Letter of November 26, 1942 (copy 
attached) have been submitted by the Second and Third Air Forces, Troop 
Carrier Command, and the IV Air Service Area Command of the Air Service 
Command. A summary of these reports follows: 


Troop Carrier Command - A survey indicated that the station complement personnel 
excess of actual requirements amounted to 421 enlisted men, and these 


are now being transferred to tactical units of «the command. The study is 
being continued to determine if any additional surplus personnel may be 
made available from station complements for reassignment. 


Second Air Force - The Second Air Force repérts that no reduction in station 
complement by use of personnel from tactical units can be effected for 
the following reasons: 


Tactical units are at the present time manned according to Interim 
Manning Tables which provide barely enough personnel to carry on 
their mission of organizing and training new units. 


All stations of Second Air Force are operating on a twenty-four 

hour basis, the requirements of which were not anticipated under 
present Manning Tables and Tables of Organization. 

Tactical unite at all stations in Second Air Force are self-sustaining 
with the exception of nofmal base supply functions, guard of the base 
and operation of officers' quarters and mess, personnel for these 
functions being furnished by the station complement. 


The rapid expansion and requirements of the Heavy Bombardment Develop- 
ment Program necessitate that every available individual in parent and 
staging Heavy Bombardment Groups concentrate solely on the development 
program twenty-four hours a day. Consequently, this personnel is not 
available to augment station complement personnel in the performance 
of strictly housekeeping duties." 


It was further pointed out by the Second Air Force that many of their 
stations are located in isolated, out-of-the-way places, making it im- 
possible to employ civilian help and therefore station complements must 
of necessity be larger than would be the case if sufficient civilians were 
available to perform many of the housekeeping and overhead functions. The 
Second Air Force is definitely of the opinion that only the minimum of 


personnel is now being used in performance of station complement duties.

Third Air Force - A comprehensive study is in progress to determine the 
possible reduction of overhead personnel at each installatt@n of the 
command.

2. The delegation stopped en route at Fort Worth, apprised the Chief of 
Steff, Flying Training Command, of its objectives, and received background material 
which was subsequently considered as the study progressed. 


5. Upon arrival at Randolph Field, the delegation conferred with General 
oo and presented the letter of November 9, 1942. The tender of assistance 
therein contained was welcomed by the Commanding “Gerieral, Gulf Coast fraining 
Center, who related his ideas with respect to the manning table study and ex- 
tended to the delegation every facility for participating in the survey. 


4. The ensuing investigation, which included the preperation of manning 
tables, functional and organization charts for the typical and special installa- 
tions of the Gulf Coast Training Center and a comparative statement reflecting 
the anticipated saving in personnel, was substantially completed on December 22. 
The delegation from Management Control] accordingly returned to this Headquarters, 
with the understanding that General Carter (then Commanding General, “ulf Coast 
Training Center) would transmit promptly to Headquarters, Flying Training ‘om- 
mand at Fort Worth, his conclusions and recommendations developed by the investi- 
gation. This office understands that these recommendations have since been s ent 
to the Headquarters, Flying Training Command. 


5. Upon completion of the survey in the Gulf Coast Training Center, the 

Q@erresentative of this office who headed the delegation stopped in Fort Worth, 
again conferred with the Chief of Staff of the Plying Training Command, and 
orally reviewed the results of the survey in advance of the arrival of the tables 
and charts prepared in the Gulf Coast Training Center. This representative was 
advised that, in addition to the sutdy made by the Gulf Coast Training Center, 
the other two training centers in the Flying Training Commend has been requested 
to submit recommendations resulting frdm similar investigations; that these 
recommendations would probably not be received in Fort Worth before the 6th or 
7th of January; that it might take a week to review the conclusions and recom- 
mendations of the three training centers; and that by the middle of January, the 
final conclusions of the Headquarters, Flying Training Command, with respect to 
the saving in personnel in its three training centers, may be expected to reach 
fashington.

Subject: Troop Basis Planning 


1. This Division on February 5, 1943, submitted a memorandum to 
the Chief of Staff summarizing the current planning on the 1944 Troop 
Basis, and enumerated the factors considered. It was pointed out that 
the planning was being projected through June 50, 1944, only, so as to 
place the Troop Basis on the fiscal year rather than the calendar year, 
This proposal was made following a comment of the President that much 


confusion resulted from some agencies working on a calendar year, while 
the Cirector of the Budget operates on the fiscal year basis. 


2. The view was expressed that approximately 750,000 men would 
be recovered fram the 1945 Troop Basis, through reorganizatiog and.through 
adjustments in training establishments which would pass from an expansion 
status to a maintenance status during the period, for the creation of new 
field force units -- possibly 20 to 25 divisions and supporting troops. 


3. In summation G-3 stated; 


“All things considered, it now appears that an authorized 
enlisted strength of 7,500,000 will satisfy Army requirements at least 
to Jume 30, 1944; and that a divisional strength of 120 to 125dimisions 
ean be attained within that strength.” 


The Chief of Staff amended this by inserting, immediately following the 
figures 7,500,000, the words "including WAACs” and approved the proposed 
procedure on February 5, 1943,

These two studies clearly indicate that the production of navigators by the 
Flying Training Command keeps pace with the requirements for the navigetors by 
the Air Forces. Previous estimated requirements of navigators by the Air Forces 
did not indicate such » situation; however, such figures are being revised 
because of variation in expected airplane production. It is the opinion of this 
Directorate that the proper place for training aircrew members is within the 
continental limits of the United States.

Undated 
memorandum for the Assistant Chief of Steff for Operations, WDGS, subject: "Reorgen- 
ixation of the Seventh Air Force", indicated &pprovel of the shipment of this 
squadron and was approvéd by OPD in a memorandum dated Februsry 9, 1943. 


3. It is obvious that the shipment of the squadron under discussion esceped 
the notice of everyone concerned and is in conflict with established policy to the 
effect that training in theatres will be conducted using fapilities and personnel 
aveilable from normal sources, end training equipment, etc. will not be shipped for 
this purpose. It is obviously wrong to use shipping space to Xship equipment, per- 
sonnel, and all items concerned to a foreign theatre to duplicate treining facil- 
ities that are established in the United States. 


4. It is recomttended that the shipment of this navigation treining squadron 
be disapproved. The necessary action will be initiated with OPD, and in this con-

1. The reservoir of manpower to meet our nation's agricultrual, 
industrial, and military needs is depleted necessitating each of us giving 
serious thought to personnel planning and requirements. Every economy must 
be exercised if we are to have the food, materials of wer, and military 
personnel necessary to attain quick and total victory. 


2. Strimggent programs have been launched within this country for the 
conservation of military personnel. Results tc date are gratifying, but 
are not enough. Further retrenchment is necessary. 


3. Production of eseentigl military supplies has fallen below esi- 
mated requirements and since our strategical plans are based upon such 
estimates, this failure cannot continue. 


4. A survey for the purpose of determining the efficiency with which 
we are using personnel was conducted recently in one cf our theaters, Al- 
most without exception, the men who filled out the questionnaires stated 
that they did not have enough to do. This is evidence that there is con- 
siderable room for personnel economy in our units. 


5. It is renuested that you take immediate steps to survey your command 
and eliminate every function which is not vital to the successful accomplish- 
ment of your mission, and to assure yourself that every man in your command 
is effectively and efficiently employed in the performance of essential 
duties. This survey should make available personnel for return to this country 
or for assignment to units scheduled for your theater. It is requested that 
a report be submitted to this headquarters at the earliest possible dete in- 
dicatine the economies thus effected.

MEMORANDUM FOR THE COMMANDING GEWERAL, ARMY AIR FORCES: 


Subject: Tactical Service Units to Support Combat Units, 


1, The implementation of the Army Air Forces program for Tactical 
Service units, such as Depot and Service Groups, is lagging behind the 
program for Combat units wich must be supported. The policy recently 
established by the Army Air Porees, which resulted in Tactical Service 
units being placed in the same priority for personnol as Combat unites, 
will assist in obtaining the proper balance between those Combat and 
service units which are formed in the future, but will not eliminate 
the current deficit in Tactical Service Units. 


2. It is desired that positive and immediate action be taken to 
eliminate this deficit and bring into balance the Aray Air Forces pro- 
grams for Tactical Service unita and Combat units. If this cannct be 
accomplished promply by other means at your disposal, the activation of 
additional Combat units will be deferred util the structure of the 
Army Air Forces is balanced. 


3. The activation of units which cannot be filled to Tables of 
Organisation strength for periods of three to four months is wasteful 
of available manpower and serves only to delay these programs. The 
practice of requiring a unit to be activated before its personnel require- 
ments are recognized should be discontinued. A carefully scheduled 
activation program should suffice and be adjusted to the availability of 
personnel, Units which will not receive a minimum of 90% of their 
authorised strength within the first 30 days following their activation 
should not be activated. This applies to units of the Aray and Services 
with the Army Air Forces as well as Army Air Forces units. 


4. Mo additional Air Base Security Batallions, whether composed of 
white or colored personnel, will be shipped overseas, Each such battalion 
now in the Continental United States which is composed of white personne) 
and as many composed of colored personnel as may be required, will be 
disbanded. All personnel now in these units (officers and enlisted) which 
ean be utilised in Tactical Service unite, including Armg and Services 
with the Army Air Forces, will be made available to the Air Service Command 
for this purpose. Any remimining personnel from these units may be used as 
the Commanding General, Army Air Porces may direct.

Tactical Service umits, such as Depot and Service Groups, is lagging be-

tly established by the Army Air Forces, which resulted in Tactical 
wnits being placed in the sane priority for persunnel as Combat 

» Will assist in obteining the proper balance between those Combat 
and Service units which are formed in the future, but will not eliminate 
| the current. deficit in Tactical Service units. 


2. It is desired that positive and immediate action be taken 
to eliminate this deficit and bring into balance the Arny Air Forces pr- 
grama for Tactical Service units and Combat units. If this cannot be ac- 

| Gomplished promptly by other means at your disposal, the activation of 
additional Combat uhits will be deferred until the structure of: the Arny 
Air Poroes is balanced. 


3. The activation of units which cannot be filled to Tables 
of Organisation strength for periods of three to four months is wasteful 
of available manpower and serves only to delay these programs, The praoc- 
tiee of requiring a unit to be activated before its personnel requirements 
are recognized should be discontinued. A carefully scheduled activation 
program should suffice and be adjusted to the availability of personnel. 
Vuite which will not receive a minimm of 90% of their authorized strength 
within the first 50 days following their activation should not be acti- 
vated. This applies to units of the Arms and Services with the Army Air 
Forces as well as Army Air Forces units. 


4. Wo additional Air Base Seourity Battalions, whether composed 
of white or colored personnel, will be shipped overseas. Each such bat- 
talion now in the Continental United States which is composed of white 
persommel and as many composed of colored persormme] as may be required, 
will be disbanded.

MEMORANDUM FOR THE COMMANDING GENERAL, ARMY AIR FORCES; 


Subject: Air Defense and Responsitd lity for 
Trejming in the First and Fourth 
Air Forces, 


1. Reference is made to proposed letter for the signature of the 
Secretary of War (Tab B) forwarded in your memorandum to the Chief of 
Staff, through Operations Division, 10 August 1943. The amendment of 
Peragreph 2 of war Department letter, dated 22 April 1942, subject: 
"Defense of the Continental United States," as indicated in Paragraph 
1 of Tab B, is being considered in the light of basic War Departzent 
doctrines as indicated below. 


&- Defense of Continental United States is essentially a 
combined Operation necessitating close coordination of land, sea, and 
air forces. Division of responsibility between the Commanding Generals 
of Defense Commands and the Commanding General, aAruy Air Forces, is 
contrary to War Department policy regerding Unity of Command. YVio- 
lation of this policy would also further complicate the doctrine of 
Air Operations under Unity of Command by the Army and Navy, which has 
been developed after considerable effort in the Defense Commands. 


2. The war Department is in accord with your views as to the 
need for providing the greatest possible flexibility in the conduct 
of the Army Air Forces operational training program. In order to 
accomplish this flexibility and yet concentrate the responsibility 
for all defense masures, Army-Navy sir and ground, in one commander 
at the scene of action, your remarks and recommendations are desired 
on the following plan which is under consideration by the War Depart- 
ment. This plan has also been forwarded to the Commanding Generals, 
Eastern and Western Defense Commands, for their remarks and recom- 
mendations with request that replies be expedited. 


a. The Pirst avd Fourth Air Forces, including all attached 
or assigned Air Force Service Units, are relieved from the command of 
the Commanding Generals, Eastern and Western Defense Commands, re- 
spectively, and are placed directly under the command of the Comman di ng 


General, Army Air Forces, subject to the following restrictions: 


(1) The responsibility of the First and Fourth Fighter 
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Commands with respect to the operations and main- 
tenance of the Aircraft Warning Service, control 
of radio emissions, and jurisdiction over all 
flying in Defense Commnds will remin es pre~ 
sently established. 


Under the direct command of the First and Fourth 
Air Forces, a minimm of fur (4) Operational 
Fighter Squadrons will be stationed in the 
Bastern Defense Commend, and four (4) in the 
Western Defense Communi, as directed by the re- 
spective Defense Commander. 


In the event of serious hostile threat to the ares 
of his responsibility the Commanding General of 
either the Eastern or Western Defesne Command is 
authorized to assume immediate command of any or 
all tactical air force units stationed within the 
limits of his command, reporting such action to 
the Wr Department. 


The Anti-Airecreft artillery Units in the msterm 
Defense Command and the western Defense Command, 
now employed in active Air Defense, will continue 
under the operational control of the Commanding 
Generals, First and Fourth air Forces, respectively. 


Tow Target service will be provided the Eastern 
and Western Defense Commands by the Commanding “ 
Generals, First and Fourth Air Forces, respectively. 


Passive defense measures, such as blackout restric- 
tions which my be prescribed by the Commanding 
Generals of the Defense Commands, will be adhered 
to by the personnel of the Army air Forces sta- 
tioned within the areas of those commands. 


The Commanding General, Army Air Forces, is author- 
ized to deal directly with the Communding Generals 
of the Eastern and Western Defense Commands in 
effecting the above changes and in implementing the 
Air Defense of these comands.

1. This Headquarters maintains & eysten for securing and using | 
Gate regarding the strength by Kilitery Occupational Specialty of aa? 
personnel. These date are used for control purposes in determining and 
taking necessary action regartiag AAF personnel progress and status as 
related to its program, including the War Department Troop Basis. Por 
the past year sajor efforte have been devoted to improving the contre) 
aspects of these date (including relating them to a single contro} 
document, the Troop Basis) while at the same tine avoiding ai sunder- 
standing due to apparent differences with other data secured from other 
sources and for different purposes.

1. This memorandum confirms conversation between the Supply 
Division, G-4, War Department General Staff (It.Colonel M. H. Clark}

. 2. Reference is made to the 1 January 1945 issue of the War 
Department Troop Deployment. There are units for which a reduction 
is shown between Column C and Column 5; other units of a similar 
nature show an increase between Column C and Column E. One example 
is Heavy Bomb Groups and Very Heavy Bomb Groups.

3. It is known that some of these changes are the result of 
conversions from one type of unit tdfamother and have no connection 
with redeployment. Other changes, Zenqrally decreases, are the 
result of redeployment and indicate the.difference in units required 
for a two-front war as compared to the requirements for a one-front war. 


4. The Equipment Reserve is prescribed as a basis for procurement 
in addition to other bases. This Equipment Reserve, shown as quantities 
of units, is intended to represent (the units required for a two-front 
war which are not required for a one-front war. In the preparation of a 
list of units to represent the Equipment Reserve, it is necessary to 
know the different changes in Troop Basis that occur between Column C 
and Column E in the War Department Troop Deployment which are the 
result of redeployment only. 


5. It is desired that information be furnished the Supply Division, 
G-4, by 27 February 1945, showing a list of unite in the Nar Department 
Troop Deployment order which will approximate those units required for a 
two-front war which are not required for a one front war.

This Air “orce 
received instructions for on-the-jeb training in these and other critically short 
specialities on 27 July, 15 September, 7 October and 9 November. The lst A’c Force 
has @ gross surplus of 1875 gnlisted personnel for re-trainirg. 


© In the radio mechasic field there is a shortage of 8% (or 6.4% of 
euthorised strenght.) By their om action te lst Air Force has inereased this 
shortage to 170 by assigning 68 men qualified in the radio mechanci field to some 
other type of job. 


. d+» To offset the shortage cited in @ above, only 42 previously unqual- 
ified personnel are being newly trained as radio mechanics. The same instructions 
cited in b above apply to radio mechanics. 


5. With regard to officers there is a general surplus throughout the Zone 
of Interior. In the lst Air Feree there is a surplus of 847 (or 18s2% above author- 
iwed strength. Of these, 440 are in pilot categories. Reduction in excess pilots is 
being accomplished by a training rate below attrition requirements. Means for 
separating other excess officers have been made available by this office to the lst 
Air Poree. As recently as 13-84 Noveaber, representatives of this office again 
explained «11 the authorised methods of separating officers to the let Air Force and 
directed more expeditious action.

Subject: Activation of Five Very Long Range Fighter Groups. 


I. Digeugeion 


1. The Army Air Forces is faced with the problem of providing 
fighter escort for wry heavy bomber operations against Japan. The 
simple way to solve this problem would be to utilise five P47 groups 
with associated services now in the uropean Theater, ‘This solution is 
improbable however until the war with Germany comes to an end. Since 
the date for the termination cf the war with Germany is indefinite, we 
gust now make provision by other means for insuring very heavy bomber 
fighter escort. 


2. I propose to activate five fighter groups immediately with 
their associated services utilizing therefor personnel from the Zone of 
the Interior with an accompanying reduction in the Zone of the Interior 
Troop Basis. 


TI. Action recommended 
The Secretary of War directs; 


1. That the Army Air Forces be authorised to activate five 
very long range fighter groups «ith associtted services at once,

Unsatisfectory Statue of Combat Crews

1. Recent revorts from sorte of serial embarkation, flyaway stations, 
authorised intermediate etations in the United States and representatives 
of this Headquarters, indicate that the precessing and movement of combat 
creve has been unsatisfactory.

a. Dieeipline of fourth Air Force crews at Morrison !icld, Rebins

Subject; Possible Further Reductions in AAF Personnel 


1. In an unofficial conference held in General Bradford's office 
(WD Manpower Board) with Col. Hickman, WD General Staff, G3, and 
Col, Brugge, Troop Basis Division, AAF, in attendance, the increase of 
29,000 civilians to the AAF was discussed, Gen, Bradford indicated 
that this increase would not be approved at this time, but that the AAF 
could ask for additional civilians as the requirement existed. General 
Bradford stated that it was the opinion of the WD Manpower Board that 
excess of both military and civilian personnel existed in the Air Ser- 
vice Command which would offset the requirement of the 29,000 civilian 
increase requested. 


2 This matter was discussed with General Gates and Col, Guyler of 
Management Control who are taking further action on it. 


3. It appears to thgsoffice that any cuts in the Air Service Com 
mand should be made by this Hqs., based on our om investigation, If 
the WD Manpower Board does the investigating, we are quite likely to 
lose some 20,000 people and, in addition, lose the 29,000 civilians we 
have asked for, 


4. It would also appear desirable to investigate the manpower sit— 
uation in the ATC before the WD Manpower Board does it for us. 


5. The above information was given to Gen. Giles informally this 
date at the Sunday morning staff meeting. He directed that Gen. Gates 
and Col, Brugge see him about the matter Monday morning, 14 February.
